the panic-stricken crowd fled to shel- 
ter behind posts and doorways. 


The madman was Jan Radowltch, 


a. character known to most of

mission for his shiftless habits, slov- 
enly dress and radical opinions. A 
moment before he had meekly read 
from juvenile leaflets in the Sunday- 
school led by Skala; previously 
he 


had sat in a back pew of the church 
during the regular 
sermon, and at 


the commencement of the

Shala had shaken his hand in greet- 
ing. In all this Radowitch gave no 
warning of his murderous intent.

I have choi-eii for my te\i a sea 


topic, a syuibolical prophecy which. I 
believe, is rapidly neariny ful&'lmeut. 
AH Bible students recognize the fact 
that mauy of the Psalms are Mes- 
sianic: that is to say. they apply to 
the time of the inauguration of Mes- 
siah's Millennia! Kingdom. Some of 
them detail the peaoe and joy and 
blessiujjs 
which 
will then prevail 


amongst meu. when the great leveling 
processes of that time will raise all 
the worthy poor and degraded and 
will humble all the proud, establishing 
Society under such new conditions that 
the new order of things is symbolical- 
ly slyied in the Scriptures ~a new 
heaveus aud a new earth, wherein 
dwelleth righteousness" (II Peter iii. 
13i. Others of the Psalms describe in 
highly figurative terms the work of 
the Millennial Age. For instance. w« 
read: 


"Gird thy sword upon thy thigh, O 


most Mighty, with thy glory aad thy 
majesty. And.In thy majesty ride pros- 
perously, because of truth and meek- 
uess and righteousness; and thy right 
hand shall teach thee terrible things. 
Thine arrows are sharp in the heart 
of the Kjnafs eueuiies; whereby the 
people fall unuei thee" il'salai xlv. 
JJ-5i. Here the great Kede?aier is pic- 
tured as the jciorii'Us conquering King 
of the Millennial Age. and his victory 
over every opposing influence is em- 
phasized—"Cuto him every knee shall 
bow a,ud every tongue confess" (.Isaiah 
Xlv. •£}). 
His right hand that will 


teach aerrible things is the symbol of 
the Drvine power which will be exer- 
cised at the inauguration of the King- 
dom. 
The sharp arrows which will 


pierce the enemies to the heart aud 
cause them symbolically to fall before 
him slain represent his messages of 
Truth and Grace which then will con- 
quer as they do not now, except In the 
hearts of the few. A sample of those 
uow shun alter this manner by the 
Wond of Truth is furnished us in the 
account of St. Peter's sermon on the 
Day of Pentecost- He preached the 
Truth pin inly, thrusting in the "Sword 
of the Spirit'' up to the hilt. He told 
his hearers how they and their rulers 
had crucified the Prince of Life They 
were "cut to the heart," and it was 
the greatest blessing that could have 
possibly come to them (Acts ii. 23). 
Similarly during the Millennium, the 
-arrows" of Truth will smite down all 
opposition; and mankind, cut to the 
heart vrith proper appreciation of their 
own sinfulness and God's mercy, will 
fall before the great King, accepting 
mercy upon his gracious terms—full 
surrender. 


Th* Day of Trouble Pictured. 


The Psalm of which our text is a 


part is one of the Messianic Psalms. 
Prophetically and symbolically it tell-s 
about the trouble incident to thepassing 
away of the present order of »ic and 
selfishness and the inauguration of the 
new order of righteousness and iove 
under the great Mediatorial Kingdom 
of Christ. Whether the events which 
the Scriptures predict shall come in 
our day or not, we hold that they will 
come and be in full comportment with 
these prophetic pictures. 
They were 


surely written for our instruction (II 
Timothy iii. 16). Aad as Bible stu- 
dents we do well to take heed to ev- 
ery item of the Divine revelation, that 
thus we ou>y keep ourselves iu touch 
with the Infinite One and iu sympathy 
with aii the features of his groat and 
wonderful Program. Let us note the 
particulars of the Psalm in detail. 


Th« Refuge of His Saints. 


"Cod H oar refuse and strength, a 


very present help in trouble" (Psalni 
slvi. 1). How beautiful! 
How com 


forting: 
How strengthening: 
Those 


n'uo have futered into covenant rela- 
tionship with God through Christ, 
through faith and consecration, and 
whi> are abiding in h's love, may feol 
serene In iny tremble—in every trouble 
—not merely in the final trouble, with 
which sin and sorrow will be brought 
to an end. Not OMCiij vbra Satan 


•ball be buund will God be th* refug* 
of hi* aaiuu. but iu all times aud un- 
der all citvmugiauces "(be peace of 
GM! which pai>seth all undemaikdiug" 
will keep the liearts aud mind* of Uis 
falttifu!. 


"Therefore will not we fear, rboutdi 


the earth be removed, aud though the 
uiouutaius be carried into the midst 
of the &ea." Fear id the great lor- 
uieui of the majority of our race. It 
Is the lasli whkh the Adversary fre- 
quently u:>e:$ lu drive away from God 
thofce who need his sympathy and love 
aud SIR cor. To such the Lord speaks 
tenderly saying. "Come uato me. all 
ye that labor and are heavy laden, aud 
I Will give >ou rest." And again, God 
declares his name 10 be Love aud says, 
"Their fear toward uie Is taught by 
the precepts of ineii''—not by hi» 
Word il~.aiali xxix, 13». He vvouid 
have us trust him as a great, loving, 
generous Father, saying. -Like as a 
father piiieth his children, so the Lord 
cuu>p:j|slunetli those who reverence 
him" (P»yi!m fiii. lot. Aa love, more 
love, perfect love, comes into our 
hearts It more and more casts o«t the 
fear which the Adversary would in- 
euk-ate and which has burned into 
men's miui's 
ii'.ul 
consciences 
ilia 


"doctrine.-, of devils." 10 wiiicu the 
Apx»stle itfers (1 Timothy iv. I). 


"Fear not their fear, ueitiier be 


afraid." says the Lord to those who 
are his people. "Let the peace of Gcd 
which passeth all understanding rule 
iu your hearts!" 
Be faithful! 
Be 


trustful! 
Accept the assurance that 


"All 
things shall work together for 


good to ij*f>se who love God—to the 
called cnes according to^Jiis purpose" 
(Romans vlij. 28). This class will not 
fear when the earth shall be removed 
aud when the mountains shall be car- 
ried into the midst of the sea. 
They 


might indeed be astonished and in 
trepidation if these were literal moun- 
tains; but they are symbolical. The 
people of the Lord, under his instruc- 
tion, will not be in darkness that that 
day shall overtake them as a thief, al- 
though it 'will come as a thief and as 
a snare upon the whole world (Luke 
Hi. 35). In the symbology of the Bi- 
ble the terni earth is used to represent 
the social structure, as the mountains 
which constitute the backbones of the 
earth symbolize the kingdoms of the 
world supported by the social order. 
As the earth represents the fixity of 
the social order, the sea represents 
the restless, 
turbulent, dissatisfied 


classes which lash against the earth 
and contiaually seek to swallow it up. 
The removal of the earth symbolizes 
the disturbance of the social order. 
The swallowing up of tue mountains 
in the seas represents the overwhelm- 
ing of some of the great kingdoms of 
the earth by the uprising of the people 
in anarchistic rebellion against social 
order. 
"Th* Pow«r* That Ba Ordained of 


God." 


The fact that the Scriptures prophet- 


ically describe the overwhelming of 
the social order and the great govern- 
ments of the earth must not be under- 
stood to signify that the Bible coun- 
sels revolution or anarchy. On the 
contrary, all of God's people through- 
out the Scriptures are counseled to 
live peaceably with all men. so far as 
possible. They are counseled not to 
use carnal weapons, not to take to the 
sword for the settlement of disputes, 
but rather to suffer iujury. They are 
counseled that God is the great Over- 
Lord, aud that although he is not now 
ruling directly among>t men he is fully 
the Master of the situation in that he 
could at any time overthrow all op- 
ponents. 
He does not acknowledge 


that his will is now done in the earth, 
but teils us that it will be done by and 
by and encourages us to pray and to 
hops and to wait for it. He tells us 
that Satan is now the "Prince of this 
world"" by virtue of the fact that he 
deceives the minds, and hearts of the 
majority. 
God would have his peo- 


ple understand something of his great 
Program, but he would keep this hid- 
den from all others: hence the impos- 
sibility of explaining spiritual things 
to a carnal mind (1 Corinthians ii. 14). 
"None of the wicked siiall understand"* 
(Daniei sii. 10». 


The great Creator has contented him- 


self with such n supervision of human 
affairs as leaves mu<-b responsibility 
in human hands. 
He merely inter- 


feres to raise up or to oast down on 
occasions when the interest of his 
Cause and Program may demand. For 
instance, the <.as» of the 
Pharaoh, 


raised to the throne of Egypt, in 
Moses' d:iy. God there raised to the 
Throne n uoan of jrreat determination, 
and hindered from reaching the throne 
other men not so favorable to tfap car- 
rying out of the Divine Purposes. 
Thn«. w ithout interfering with tha 
free moral agency of the king. God 
ufa-d the wrath of man to praise him 
and the retD.under he restrained Sim- 
ilarly. God previously raised Joseph 
to the Governorship of Egypt for bis 
own purposes. 


The Prop'aet describes the tumult of 


that day of overwhelming trouble, 
when God's Kingdom will be estab- 
lished, snying of the sea tbnt will 
swallow np the mountains. "The wa- 
fers roar and tie troubled, the moun- 
tain* »bak« with UM iwtilmg thereof*

tev* MM7 time* in th* put 
tke kh^i"*1* of earth aad 


their raten to trWMhle. But cone daj.

"Good tidings of great juy which shall 
be unto all people** (Luke ii. 10*. 
Deliverance of th* Church Pictured. 
In the fourth aiid ilfih verse-* fol- 


lowing our text tbe «'h«K-b Is sym- 
bolically pi'-tured as the City or King- 
dom of God. his dwelling-place. And 
the btreani of Truth is represented as 
a river making the ruy clean and 
fresh and glad. The proclamation is 
iiuide. -God is in the mUlst of her! 
She shall not be teo\ed: God shall 
help her early in the morning"—early 
in the Millennial morning. The Church 
is to be "a first-fruits unto God." Her 
salvation as the Bride of Christ will 
be accomplished eaily in this Mil- 
lennial morning. Oh. how glad will 
be all those accounted worthy of a 
place 
in that 
elect 
Church—"the 


Church of the 
First-borua, 
whose 


names are written hi heaven!" "She 
shall not be moved." is in agreement 
with the first verse in assuring us that 
God's .people will be preserved from 
fear and doubt and misunderstanding 
of the events of that -time of trou- 
ble" and that their faith will enable 
them to triumph at a time when oth- 
ers will be in great distress and per- 
plexity (Luke rsi. 2G>. 


The Gvrttiles Raged. 


Beginning with the Gth verse the 


Prophet gives a brief synoptical pic- 
ture of the time of trouble and its 
consummation and the inauguration of 
universal peace. "The heathen (Gen- 
tile peoples) Tagedl" 
These words 


describe the tumult which will pre- 
vail amongst humanity hi the great 
time of trouble before the climax is 
reached. "Raging." angry voices arise 
from public meetings, and in the more 
private meetings of the lodges of La- 
bor and Capital, and through the col- 
umns of the Press to the eitent per- 
mitted. 
In Germany the "raging" 


Press for souo time has been muz- 
zled. The same is true in other na- 
tions. In Great Dritain. in the United 
States and in France there is a fear 
of tumult through public Press "rac- 
ing,'" and everything possible is done 
to restrain it. Vv'iioeTer sees that an- 
archy Is the mo-;t dreadful terror con- 
fronting Civilizition must realize the 
wisdom of reasonable restraints upon 
his own tongue and upon the tongues 
of others. Xe\ enheless the Scriptures 
show us that all effort to suppress the 
tumult and the angry voices of men 
selfishly "raging" out against each 
other will fail. 


The prophetic picture continues— 


"God uttered his voice; the earth melt- 
ed." The unfaithfulness of humanity, 
the clamor of grted, both in rich and 
in poor, will be answered by tbe Al- 
mighty, "Giver of every good and per- 
fect gift" 
He will "utter his voice." 


or. as another prophet declares. "He 
will speak to the people in his anger." 
for their corrextiou. for their reproval. 
The result wili ne that the symbolical 
earth (society) will melt—the social 
structure of civilization will disin- 
tegrate. 
Another Scripture declares 


that that disintegration will be so 
great that 'Very man's hand will be 
against his neighbor." 


But the Prophet hastens to assure us 


that in the uikist of all this tumult the 
Lord will be «ith his consecrated peo- 
ple. We rea'l. -The Lord of ho«ts is 
with us. 
The God of Jacob is our 


refuge." This promise applies primari- 
ly to the consecrated Church of Christ 
—Spiritual Unir-:. 
But it also sec- 


ondarily applies to fleshly Israel, the 
Jewish nation, rcbich will participate 
iu this time of trouble, but be saved 
out of it, as tue Scriptures declare 
(Jeremiah xxx. ~>. 
In this time of 


trouble tbe Lord's jewels, his ^ints, 
will be gathered to Uieir heavenly 
home after wii b Divine fsior will 
begin to retnn -o Israel (TJomans ii. 
%-30). 


The Psalm c>-<>s with a picture of 


the devastation which will prevail 
throughout tbe vorW as a result of 
human 
selli-hi-e** 
aud 
b':ndcess. 


Capital and Lnljr will rise up to a 
terrible eataciy>ni of anarchy, awful
